The Interview Summary Fonm shall be given an appropriate Paper No., placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the 
"Contents" section of the file wrapper, in a personal inten/iew, a duplicate of the Forni is given to the applicant (or atloriiey or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or vkleo-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's con^espondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional coh'espondenoe from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or If other 
drcumstences dictete. tiie Forni should be mailed promptiy after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- . Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attomey or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, eto.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the spedfic prior art discussed 

- An indication whettier an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachnnent of a copy of amendments or daims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to alkvwability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted tfie interview (if Form is riot an attachment to a signed Offk» action) 

It is desirable ttiat the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her ot»ligation to record the substence of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonn will not nomially be considered a complete and proper recordation of tiie interview 
unless it indudes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to indude. all of the applicable items required betow concerning the 
substence of the Interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substence of any interview should indude at least Uie folk>wing applicable items: 

1 ) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conduded, 

2) an identification of the daims discussed. ^

(The kienttfication of arguments need not be lengttiy or elaborate. A verisatim or highly detailed description of the arguments Is not 
required. The identification of the arg^uments Is suffident if the genera! nature or thrust of the prindpal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of ttie application file. Of course, tiie applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the exarniner.)

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an inten/iew. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the appticant an extendable one month time period to corred the record. 

Examlnier to Check for Accuracy . 

If tfie daims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner shouki send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner shouW place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper.recording the substance of the inten/iew along with the date and the examiner's initials. 
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
